Even as the battle thundered on, first units of the com­ 
mando force who had speedily accomplished their mission, 
returned to a British port in gay spirits. 
(Although the British repeatedly asserted the action was 
a commando raid and not an invasion, the strength and con­ 
tinuing nature of the assault suggested that it was develop­ 
ing into a major operation with unpredictable possibilities.) 
The Americans, specially chosen from a host of volunteers 
as the first American fighting men to set foot on the continent 
of an embattled Europe since 1917, proudly wore the title 
“Rangers’’—after the famous Rogers’ Rangers whose bold 
exploits made history in the French and Indian war of 180 
years ago. 
Destroy German 6-Gun Battery 
First announced fruits of the raid were destruction of a 
six-gun German battery and an ammunition dump by troops 
who landed on the right flank, accomplished their mission 
and were reembarked by the British Navy, which ferried all 
the forces across to France. On the left flank the Canadians 
first were repulsed by strong German opposition, but bounded 
back to carry the beach by assault while their comrades

Battalion 
Somewhere in Britain, 
Aug. 19 (AP)—The United States 
Rangers. Uncle Sam's new brand 
of fighting men who joined Ca­ 
nadian, British and fighting French 
Commandos today in the first A.E.F. 
invasion of Hitler’s Europe, had 
been training secretly for weeks 
under the tutelage of their seasoned 
British partners. 
Their mentors are men who toss 
hand grenades across the dinner 
table and casually jump 20-foot 
cliffs and their American pupils 
have been taught to kill with the 
cunning of the Indian and the ruth­ 
lessness of a gangster. 
I was the first American news­ 
paperman to visit one of their 
camps when they were putting the 
finishing touches on training for 


such ventures as today's raid on 
Dieppe. 
Climbed Mountains 
They 
have 
climbed 
4,000-foot 
mountains through forests never 
before penetrated by man. 
They have been on speed marches 
of 36 miles in half a day time and 
again. 
They have practiced beach land­ 
ings while rifle and machinegun 
fire bored holes through the paddles 
of the men manning tile boats. 
They have taken both their tac­ 
tics and their name from Rogers’ 
Rangers, one of America’s most ro­ 
mantic fighting outfits who. under 
Robert 
Rogers, 
stalked 
northern 
America in the French and Indian 
war. 
Like them, the new American 
Rangers have been taught to kill 
expertly and silently with 
their 
knives and bare hands as well as 
with guns and grenades. 
They are as much at home on 
sea as on land. 
What A Ranger Must Do 
Just to show them what a trained 
Ranger is expected to do. their 
British instructors stalked a deer 
in the forest and when the stag was 
surrounded a big Scot leaped upon 
him and killed him with a knife. 
A sentry’s throat can be slit in 
the same, silent way. 


On my visit I rowed with them 
in a collapsible canvas boat to a 
landing on a beach where tracer 
bullets from a British Bren gun 
were spewing so close to the gun­ 
wales you almost were able to reach 
out your hand to them. 
Land mines and grenades spat­ 
tered us with mud and water. Rifle 
tracer bullets singed by so close that 
one punctured a mess kit slung from 
a Ranger’s belt. 
Another nicked 
the guard off a bayonet atop one 
soldier’s pack. 
Earlier in their training, a hand 
grenade had landed, fuse smoking, 
in one Ranger boat. Private Clayton 
Schooley, 22. of Bluming Mich., 
picked up the sizzling bomb and 
with a shout of “overboard!” flung 
it into the water.

Wrestling (dark alley style) and 
ju jitsu were after-dinner pastimes 
at the camp I visited. 
A man out 
of condition was a candidate for 
the hospital if he joined the fun. 
Every Ranger was a volunteer 
from the United States forces in 
Britain eager for action—which they 
got before the enemy first felt their 
steel. 
Most of the original Rangers 


were westerners but they also in­ 
cluded Private Chico Fernandez of 
Havana, an expert machine-gunner; 
Private Sampson One Skunk, a 
Sioux Indian from Cherry Creek, 
S. D., and even lion tamer Corp. 
James Haines, 29, of Lexington, Kv., 
who worked with Frank Buck and 
thinks that working with the Rang­ 
ers ‘ain’t no different.” 
Special Officers 
They drilled at double time until 
their feet blistered and their lungs 
were bursting. 
When their legs were ready to 
fold they started again. Then they 
got scanty rations and a cot under 
a tent on damp ground. 
Then they got climbing and div­ 
ing and crawling over obstacles and 
crossing over a bridge made of the 
seven-foot ropes which each man 
carries . . . then a death slide— 
down a rope from a treetop and 
across a stream while bullets whiz­ 
zed by . . . then a 36-mile hike 
over bleak, trackless mountains with 
only half-rations and what the men 
could forage from the countryside. 
A group of specially-selected offi­ 
cers came from the United States 
to learn the training routine and 
take it back home.

In­ 
dicating the size of the present operation, it was recalled on 
at least one previous occasion 1,000 fighters participated in a 
sweep across the channel. 
Informed quarters cautioned, that for all the broad parti­ 
cipation of troops, tanks, naval guns and planes, the raiding 
forces would be withdrawn when they had achieved their 
objectives. 
This was not a second front. 
Their objectives obviously were extensive, since it was the 
first time landing parties have used tanks. 
The objectives appeared to be these: To test the enem y’s 
defense organization and to test the allied plans for landing 
and the RAF ability to cover a big landing force. 
Additionally, it was bound to disclose disposition of German 
troops and equipment in the cross-channel area that once 
was a vacation resort but now is a nest of Nazi fortifications. 
Not An Invasion, British Say 
The British radio urgently warned the French public that 
the raid—strongest of the numerous commando sm ashes up 
and down the coasts of Nazi-ruled Europe since March, 1941 
— was not an invasion. 
The French were cautioned not to rise in support of the 
Allies until they should be given the word, lest there be a 
repetition of the tragic St. Nazaire battle, in which French 
patriots battled the Nazis for days after British commandos 
had withdrawn and drew stern reprisals from the Germans.

TROUBLE WITH 
Conditions Favorable 
To Parasites Of Sheep 


Sooty bricks are not suitable for 
walls to be painted, whitewashed, or 
plastered, but may be used for pav­ 
ing walks. 
Because of a variation in size, 
old-dimension lumber should not be 
used with new material if straight, 
true surfaces are required, unless 
the old lumber is sized to corre­ 
spond to the new. Cut off the split 
ends of Joists and rafters, and use 


only the sound parts. 
Old, straightened nails will do 
for nailing sheafing, even in hard­ 
wood, if the points are forced into 
soap or beeswax which may be kept 
in a small hole drilled in the end 
of a hammer.

eel smooth and coated with red lead 
and raw linseed oil. 


BEAN BEETLE 


Many Adams county gardeners 
have a private war on their hands 
In fighting the Mexican bean beetle, 
The Insect Is busily engaged in 
skeletonizing the leaves of bean 
plants and eventually will eat pits 
In the surface of the pods or sec­ 
tions out of the pods.

Many Adams county gardeners

The insect is busily engaged in 
skeletonizing the leaves of bean 
plants and eventually •trill eat pits 
in the surface of the pods or sec- 
tions out of the pods.

If only a few beetles are noticed, 


they can be picked by hand- and j 
killed, while egg masses on the 
undersides "of leaves can be mashed 
to prevent their hatching into 
larvae which do most cf Che dam- 
age by feeding from the undersides 
of the leaves. 


Where such treatment is de- 


manded in order to control the in- 
sect, spraying or dusting with a 
quick-acting insecticide is necessary, j 
Rotenone" dust is preferable. Manu- 
factured dusts may be used, or the 
gardener may RV.V his own in pro- 
portions to give one-half of 1 per 
cent or three-fourths of 1 per cent 
rotenone. Lime must not be used 
in preparing the mixture, the recom- 
mended diluents or carriers for the 
derris powder being either finely 
ground tobacco dust, inert clay, talc, 
diotomaceous earth, infusorial earth, 
wheat Sour, gypsum, or kaolin. If 
the gardner prefers to use a spray, 
it can be made with 2 to 2% ounces 
of derris powder in 3 gallons of 
water. 


An arsenical dust made up of 1 


pound of magnesium arsenate and 
5 pounds of hydrated lime may be 
used, or a spray of 2 pounds of 
magnesium arsenate in 50 'gallons 
of water may be applied. The ar- 
senical treatment should not 'be 
used after the beans have formed. 
It- is best to use it early and then 
substitute rotenone after the beans 
are' formed, because the rotenone 
is not poisonous to humans. All 
treatments should be applied to the 
undersides of the leaves where the 
beetles feed.
